Atom Expert Interned in 


Canada in War, Freed 
on Plea of Einstein 
Who Didn’t Know He 
Was Red, Parent Says.

BERLIN, Feb. 6 (INS) — The 


father of Klaus Emil Julius Fuchs 


said last night that his son, who 


has been jailed on charges of 


stealing atomic secrets in the 
United States and Britain for 
Rusia, has been a life-long, ac- 
tive Communist. 

The father, gray-haired, 75- 
year-old Prof. Emil Fuchs, also 
declared that his German-born 
son was interned in Canada as an 
enemy alien during the war and 
asserted he was released on the 
recommendation of Prof. Albert 
Einstein, who did not know he 
was a Communist. .-— --- - 

Prof. Fuchs said that Prof. Ein- 
stein, after reading the younger 
Fuch’s papers on nuclear energy, 
considered him valuable to the 
Allied war effort. 

Einstein Can't Recall Case. 

According to the father, his son 
was released in 1942—after Rus- 
sia had joined the Western Allies 
in the war against Germany, the 
year in which the United States 
decided on the large-scale con- 
struction of plants for develop- 
ment of atomic energy research 
and the year before the United 
States began co-operating with 
Britain and Canada on A-bomb 
development. 

(Prof. Einstein’s secretary, Miss 
Helene Dukas, said last night 
neither she nor the scientist had 
“any recollection” of the case. 
She added that a search of Ein- 
stein’s personal files failed to un- 
cover any mention of Fuchs or 
his release. 

(At Ottawa, the Canadian Press 
said Fuchs was interned in Can- 
ada for some time during the 
war but was released to take part 
in the joint Allied effort that led 
to production.of the atomic bomb. 

(Fuchs, it said, was one of 
scores of Germans swept up by 
British authorities in 1939 and 
1940 and sent to Canada for safe- 
keeping. Many of them were re- 
leased after their cases were 
studied. ‘ 

(Ottawa atomic officials said 
they were satisfied Fuchs never 
saw Canada’s atomic effort.)

eastern Germany. 

The elder Prof. Fuchs, once a 
Protestant preacher in eastern 
Germany, is now professor of the- 
ology at Leipzig University. . 

The father, informed of his son’s 
arrest, was visibly shocked. He 


said: 

“If he did it, it was not because 
of money. But only because of 
his idealism and regard for Com- 
munism.” 

Forced to Flee by Nazis.. 

He said his son, who had worked 
on atomie energy matters in the 
United States from 1943 to 1946, 
was an outstanding student Com- 
munist leader during his univer- 
sity days at Kiel and had received 
a number of invitations to visit 
the Soviet Union. 

According to the father, his son 
had declined them because of his 
studies “but always wanted to go.” 

Prof. Fuchs, a small, slight man 
with horn-rimmed spectacles, said 
his son finally was forced to flee 
the university after a Nazi student 
“kangaroo court” had sentenced 
him to death for Communist ac- 
tivities. He related that his son 
then was compelled to live in Ber- 
lin where he was protected by 
friends in the Communist under- 
ground, finally fled to Paris and 
then made his way to England, 
through . 

The younger Fuchs continued 
his studies in England until 1939. 
In that year., the father said, he 
was interned as an enemy alien 
and sent to a Canadian intern- 
ment camp where he was Held 
until his release In 1942.

United States Conciliation Di- 
rector Cyrus 8 Ching late to- 
day asked the CIO Communica- 
tions Workers of America to post- 
pone the telephone strike, now 
set for 6 a.m. Wednesday, until 
Feb. 24. 

In messages to union headquar- 
ters in Washington and to com- 
panies in the Bell Telephone Sys- 
tem, Ching requested intensified 


bargaining confererices and asked 
the disputants to notify him by 
noon tomorrow if they will co- 
operate in averting a walkout. 
Before Ching’s request was 
made known, Ernest Weaver, pres- 
ident of the installation division 
of the Communications Workers, 
at Washington, said his men 
might consider postponing the 
strike if federal mediators made 
such a request. Ching and a 
force of Government conciliators 
were in conference with top com- 
pany and union officers in New 
York today. 
Negotiators Meets Here. 
Negotiating committees of South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., and 
the union’s Division 20 met here 
today with federal and state con- 
ciliators in what was regarded as 
a final effort to prevent a walk- 
out Wednesday of 50,000 South- 
western Bell workers in six states. 
After Ching’s request was re- 
2 to the meeting, Frank P. 
nérgan, union vice president, 
said Division 20 members would 
abide by the decision of their na- 
tional officers.

Among the improvements sought 
from Southwestern Bell were a 
35-hour week, shorter wage pro- 
gression schedules, narrowed geo- 
graphical wage differentials, im- 
proved pension plan, longer. va- 
cations and paid time for voting.

Budd Granoss, the publicity 
agent, announced that she has 
been in the Menninger Founda- 
tion here several weeks in the 
final phase of her seven-year fight 
to regain use of her legs. 

Miss Froman was injured in the 
crash of the Lisbon Pan American 
Clipper Feb. 2. 1943, near the 
Portuguese coast. She was res- 


cued by a clipper pilot, John 
Burn, whom she later married. 
Her home town is Columbia, Mo. 

She suffered a serious leg in- 
jury and doctors at the time pre- 
pared to amputate the limb, but 
Miss Froman would not permit it. 

She has undergone 25 opera- 
tions. At first she sang from a 
wheelchair. During the last six 
years she has performed with spe- 
cial stage props supporting her to 
give the illusion she is standing 
without assistance.

When the President acted, re- 
ports from the coal fields indi- 
cated at least 372,500 of the 400,- 
000 soft-coal miners were idle. 

Presidential Secretary Charles

ered only the soft coal industry. 
The 80,000 hard-coab miners are 
not on strike. 

Ross said the three board mem- 
bers had accepted the appoint- 
ments atid would meet in Wash- 
ington tonight to begin work.

“McCloy outlined a nine-point 
policy for Germany, and at the 
same time warned west German 
leaders to stop agitating on such 
foreign issues as the dispute with 
France over the Saarland. He told 
the Germans they should get busy 
solving their many internal prob- 


lems. 

“We Americans are not here 
exclusively to to feed the German 
people,” McCloy declared. “Our 
main purpose is to help Germany 
achieye political recovery. That is 
my answer to those who occasion- 
ally say we have no right to mix 
in the political problems confront- 
ing this country.” 

In a direct reprimand to recent 
statements by west German offi- 
cials who have blamed France and 
others for Germany's plight, Me- 
Cloy -said:- 

“There has been a recent ten- 
dency of certain spokesmen in 
this country to jump all the way 
from a denial of collective guilt 
to an assertion that other peoples 
and countries are responsible for 
Germany's postwar difficulties 
and problems. 

“In all seriousness, I want you 
to know that such utterances. do 
incalculable harm and set back 
the ca of Germany. They call 
to mind what people are now dis- 
posed to forget, that is the amaz- 
ing docility and acquiescence of 
the greater part of the German 
population toward Nazi outrages.

Senate Resolution Urges 
Call by Truman—Only 
Way to Curb H-Bomb 
Threat, Sponsor Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, offered a resolution today 
calling on President Truman to 
summon a world disarmament 
conference. 

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee chairman said general 
disarmament is the only way to 
curb the awful destruction threat- 
ened by the hydrogen bomb. 

His resolution urges prohibition 
of the manufacture and the use of 
any arms except for those used 
by occupation; forces and police 
forces within individual countries. 

Asserting that there is practi- 
cally no limit to the destructive- 
ness of weapons that can be built, 
Tydings told the Senate: 

“We must all come face to face 


with the grim reality that in the 


course of construction are weap- 
ons so gigantic and so destructive 
that not just one city but civili- 
zation itself is threatened with 
destruction.” 

Tydings said international con- 
trols for hydrogen and atomic 
bombs would prove illusory. ' 

As soon as the war started with 
more conventional weapons, he 
said, every country would begin 
to produce hydrogen and atomic 
bombs as fast as it could. 

“All you would get from atomic 
and hydrogen bombs controls 
would be a truce between wars,” 
he said. 

Instead, the world ought to 
agree “to disarm all the way 
down to rifles.”

‘Under reconstruction, we fo-

nesus, all the way to the Yugo- 
slav border, and by highway from 
Kalamata to the Bulgarian fron- 
er. A year ago, I sat in Tripo- 
lis for a week, waiting vainly for 
an armed convoy that would take 
me over the rutted road to Sparta 
+normally a three-hour drive. 


American money and engineers 
have surfaced about 750 miles of 
highway in 30 months, and re- 
paired about 1500 miles more. 
All railroads in Greece, damaged 
in World War II and in the civil 
war, have been restored. All they 
lack now is adequate rolling 
stock and locomotives. 


Americans have rebuilt three 
of the nation’s major ports and 
18 smaller ones. Ten important 
airfields have been winterized, 
improved and made fit for mili- 
tary use. 

Shipping Tonnage Doubled. 

With United States help, Greek 
shipping has more than doubled 
its prewar tonnage. Before the 
War, the Greeks owned 1,865,000 
tons of ocean-going ships—338 
vessels under the Greek flag and 
88 under foreign re . Much 
of the shipping was in the 
War; even more escaped Greek 
taxes by registering in Panama.

Perhaps this should have been 
a good object lesson in teaching 
the outside world never again to 
underestimate Soviet industrial 
strength. But the lesson wasn’t 
learned. Industrialists, economic 
experts and diplomats from all 
over. the globe were shaken and 
nonplussed when the first atomic 
explosion in Russia occurred in 
1949, and not—as expected — in 
1952 or later. Yet so fundamen- 
tal a miscalculation must have 
had some reason for being, espe- 
cially since everybody made the 
same mistake. 


Today we know that the fault 
lay less in the exaggeration of the 
difficulties of nuclear research 
and bomb production, than in the 
lack of knowledge of the U.S.S.R.’s 
growing mastery of modern tech- 
nology. 

Series of Miscalculations. 


It was generally assumed that 
the Soviet Union could not find 
sufficient uranium to make 
bombs, since several hundred tons 
are needed yearly, and mines 
with so large a production are 
found only in the Belgian Congd 
and Canada. This was the first in 
a series of miscalculations. While 
it is true that the Soviets have 
no large uranium mines, they 
have a great number of small de- 
posits, which taken together— 
could yield enough for bombs. 
Here is the formidable list of 
these known deposits: 


1. The Fergana river valley 
of southeastern Soviet Central 
Asia where uranium has been 
mined since the mid-1920s. The 
biggest and oldest mine is 
called Tiuya-Muyun. Another 
important deposit 


in this region seemed to have a 
metal content of less than 3 per 
cent, but later findings dis- 
closed veins containing 10 to 17 
per cent. 


2. Gandza in the Caucasus 
has carnotite deposits similar. 
to those in. the United States 
Rockies. The metal content is 
only 3 per cent, but the deposit 
is larger than all those in Fer- 
gana combined. The western 
slopes of the Urals also have 
substantial carnotite reserves. 

3. Scattered deposits of ura- 
nium intermingled with pegma- 
tite are found in the Karelo-

Other Sources of Supply. 


Aside from these sources of 
supply, there are at least three 


tries of Eastern Europe. Best 
known are the Joachimsthal 
mines in west Czechoslovakia, 
and those in German Saxony, 
both of which Russia is working

As if this were not enough, 
there are at least six deposits of 
other radioactive minerals with- 
in Russia itself. In the cold Soviet 
Arctic, radium is extracted from 
waste water from the Ukhta oil 
wells. Radium has also been 
found in the oil well water at 
Krasnokamsk, in the west Ural 
foothills. Thorium, a potential 
atom - bomb explosive already 
under trial at the United States 
Hanford plutonium plant, is 
mined at Gorodok in the Buriat- 
Mongol Autonomous Soviet Re- 
public in the Far East, the Lenin- 
ogorsk mines in the Altai moun- 
tains of mid-Siberia, near the 
giant Dnieper Dam in the 
Ukraine, and not far from Tash- 
kent in Soviet Central Asia. 

In brief, Russia has at least 14 
deposits of radio-active minerals 
at its disposal. Many are small, 
and most have low metal content. 
This means infinitely more total 


deposits in the iron curtain coun-/¢ 


tonnage must be mined than in 
the case of Congo and Canadian 
uranium. But, intensively exploit- 
ing these deposits either with ma- 
chines or masses of men, the U.S. 
S.R. can certainly obtain suffi- 
cient material for some A-bombs, 
even if the quantity is less than 
that of the United States. More- 
over, with radio-active deposits so 
widespread throughout the U.S. 

R. and with “prospecting” a 
crusade, still other reserves will 
eventually be found. 

Underrated Scientists. 

The second great miscalculation 
made by the outside world was 
that. Russian scientists and tech- 
nicians would be incapable of de- 
signing atomic fission plants. 
This assumption was based on the 
facts that there are fewer scien- 
tists in the U.S.S.R. than in Amer- 
aca, and that U.S.S.R. laboratory 
research has been spotty and er- 
ratic—some very good and some 
very bad. But let us examine the 
history of Soviet nuclear physics: 

In 1939, experiments in West- 
ern Europe definitely showed that 
uranium could provide a chain 
reaction, which would release a 
hitherto unimaginable amount of 
power. Reports of these experi- 


ments spurred American nuclear | 


physicists to begin a long series 
of research investigations which 
culminated in the atomic bomb. 
Meanwhile, Russia was far from 
napping. The U.S.S.R. drew its 
own conclusions from Western 
European discoveries. As far back 
as Dec. 31, 1940, Izvestia, the 
press organ of the U.. S. R., 
pointed out: 

Next year, the youthful So- 


It is not only that 
mankind will receive a new basis 


Not only will a new fuel arrive 
to replace exhausted reserves of 
coal and oil, and save industry 
from fuel hunger. It is that a 
new era of human might is com- 
mencing. Man will be able to 
obtain any amount of energy, and 
direct it toward aay purpose.” 
These were. no idle words. In 
1940, construction. of the most 
powerful cyclotron in Europe was 
begun in Leningrad. Even though 
manufacture of such an intricate 


were not imported from more 
highly industrialized nations. 
They were built in Leningrad it- 
self by the Bolshevik, Russian 
Diesel, Electric Power, and Red 
Vyborger factories. At the same 
time, Moscow started to build an 
even more powerful cyclotron. 
Nazis Found Cyclotron. - 
When Hitler's armies surged 
into Russia in 1941 they found 
that atomic experiments had been 
conducted at a laboratory near 
the Dnieper Dam, and at Khar- 
kov. German intelligence offi- 
cers were astounded to find a 
cyclotron larger than any in 
western Europe. 


With the war's end, when 
atomic research became an inter- 
national race at forced speed, the 
number of vast laboratories work- 
ing on nuclear fission under the 
USS.R. Academy of Sciences 
‘compared in size and purpose to 
the Argonne and Brookhaven re- 
search centers in the United 
States. 


These Soviet marvels include 
the Lebedev Physics Institute in 
Moscow (headed by Peter Kapit- 
sa; long one of the world’s top 
atomic scientists), the Leningrad 
Physics Technical Institute, the 
Cosmic Ray Committee (conduct- 
ing experiments in the Caucasus 
and Pamirs), the Institute of 
Physical Chemistry, the Radiation 
Institute, the Isotopes Commis- 
sion, and the Commission for 
Heavy Molecular Units. 


But even if U.S.S.R. scientists 
were alert and experienced, Brit- 
ish and American atomic experts 
doubted that Soviet industry could 
Dulid and equip atomic factories 
‘quickly. At glance there 
seemed to be good reasons for 
this lack of confidence. 


The U.S. Experience. 


The United States, the most 
highly industrialized country in 
the world, needed three years to

Stocks Rise to New Peak. 
Nevertheless, the corporation 
let earnings rather than public 
relations dictate dividend policy, 
and the stock market promptly 
rose to a three and one-half year 
high in appreciation. Steel di- 
rectors followed the precept set 
forth in the annual report for 
1948, which said: 


“United States Steel exists 
because of the prospect stock- 
holders have of receiving 
dividends. Profit „ is the 
prime incentive that people 
have for risking their savings 
in providing tools for produc- 
tion for others to use.” 

United States Steel, like all 
corporations, has a problem of 
stockholder relations, as well as 
labor relations and public rela- 
tions. Stockholders expect a con- 
sistent dividend policy, not one 
dictated by labor negotiations or 
congressional hearings. 

Traditionally, the corporation 
has made liberal payments when 
earnings were good and has cut 
dividends when earnings» fell off. 
Thus the corporation paid no divi- 
dends on its common stock from 
1933 through 1936 and again dur- 
ing 1938 and 1939. 


General Motors Policy Same. 

General Motors follows a sim- 
flar policy. Alfred P. Sloan, 
chairman of G.M., estimates that 
1949 earnings exceeded $600,- 
000,000, or $13.30 a common 
share, as against $440,000,000, or 
$9.72 a share in 1948. In Novem- 
ber, G.M. directors voted a whop- 
ping yearend payment of $4.25 a 
share to bring total 1949 pay- 
— to $8 as against $4.50 in

STOCKHOLDER RELATIONS PROBLEM 


By J. A. Livingston 
HE common stockholder is getting a better break. The board 
of directors of the United States Steel Corp. made that clear 
last Tuesday by boosting the quarterly dividend from 50 to 65 
cents a share at a time when timidity and discretion might have 


new financing. But they do know 
that if they haven't been faithful 
to the stockholders, they'll have 
a hard time getting funds. Ever 
since the 1946 stock market crash, 
however, the market has not been 
receptive to new common stock 
flotations. Or rather, most cor- 
porations haven't been “interest- 
ed” in the market. Earnings have 
been held too cheaply. 

Steel is a good example. After 
the dividend announcement the 
stock rallied to 30. Yet that meant 
that common stock was selling at 
only 5.6 times 1949 earnings. So, 
to raise common stock money in 
the market, the company would 
in effect be swapping $10 in an- 
nual earning power for every $56 
an investor put up. Directors 
hardly would consider that an 
attractive exchange: And what's 
true of steel is true of dozens of 
other companies. 

U. S. Steel directors cannot 
help but be aware of the stock’s 
low price-earnings ratio. The 
company has purchased a large 
site for an eastern seaboard steel 
mill at Morrisville, Pa., opposite 
Trenton, N. J. When the time 
comes for construction, maybe 
the corporation will want to raise 
additional capital. A highly- 
esteemed common stock would 
then be a financial asset. 


January Sales Unexciting. 


Meanwhile, merchants are far 
from enthusiastic over January 
business. In the east, the weather 
has been too warm to “move” 
winter clothing, and in certain 
western areas, such as the Minne- 
apolis Federal Reserve district, 
below-freezing temperatures have 
kept housewives at home. 

Department store sales for 
the week ended January 28 are 
up 2% over a year ago. But 
volume was tapering off rapidly 
last year following Christmas. 


To be sure, prices are down 
about 5%. Hence, merchandise 
actually sold is greater than at 
this time last year — but not 
enough greater to make mer- 
chants willing to take long 
chances. They're apt to be cau- 
tious on inventories, just as in 
1949, 1948, and 1947 until the 
expected 1950 business upturn 
really develops.

On Jan. 19, 1949, President Truman spoke at 


the dinner of the members of the Electoral Col -

So it might be well to pause for a moment 


and see what is involved in this idea, advanced 
under the fine-sounding title of “area home 


rule.” To begin with, all 48 states would pay for 
the construction of the dams and reservoirs, at a 
cost running high into the millions. The whole 


system then would be turned over to 10 of the 
states as a free will offering of the 38 other 
states. The donors would be expected to over- 
look the fact that the Missouri river, the Repub- 
lican, the Platte, the Red, the Yellowstone and 
the other rivers belong to all 48 states, and not 
merely to the 10 whose watersheds they drain. 

Yet these 10 states would operate the system 
of dams and reservoirs—storing water and re- 
leasing water in the interest of irrigation, and 
navigation, and flood control, and power produc- 
tion. The decisions they made might be over- 
weighted in behalf of their own interests, to the 
disadvantage of other states. States with a 
dominant interest in storing as much water as 
possible for use in irrigation might keep the 
reservoirs so full that when a flood came not 
enough of its waters could be held back. Arkan- 
sas, Tennessee, Mississippi and Louisiana, which 
the Mississippi river runs through, or alongside, 
downstream from the mouth of the Missouri 
river, might suffer flood damages because of 
this decision by the Missouri valley states, but 


“they would have nothing to say about the opera- 
tion of the Missouri river water control system. 


The same would be true of navigation as of 
flood control. Twenty-three states ship commerce 
on the Mississippi. Their interests call for water 
to be stored and released on the Missouri system 
in such a way as to assist navigation on the Mis- 
sissippi. Most of them, though, would be power- 
less to influence the decisions being made in the 
operation of that system. 

The same dilemma would’ haunt the operation 
in every phase. The trouble would be that a 
project built and paid for by all the people of 
the United States, and affecting natural re- 
sources that belong to all the people of the 
United States, was being dealt with as though 
the only people concerned were the people of a 
certain 10 states. 

The new idea, therefore, is founded, like 
the “fake MVA,” on a fallacy. In the present 
arrangement the fallacy lies in the assumption 
that a group of Government agencies with con- 
flicting interests can co-ordinate themselves, In 
the proposed new substitute the fallacy lies in 
the assumption that the Missouri valley is not 
part of the nation, but separate.

On Feb. 2, 1950, the same Mr. Truman was 
asked by a newspaper reporter at a White House 
press conference what he thought of the Sen- 
ate's approval of the proposed constitutional 
amendment to abolish the Electoral College, as 
a voting body, and to pro-rate automatically 
electoral votes according to the popular vote. 
The President was reported as saying that the 
constitutional change was “a forward step.” 

The baffling thing is not that Mr. Truman 
should say what he has now said, but that he 
could have made the remarks he did a year ago. 
He came within a few hairs of being defeated 
in the Electoral College notwithstanding a 
2,000,000 popular-vote majority. Switch of only 
several thousand votes in Illinois, California and 
one or two other states would have produced 
this confusion. By such a close margin was the 
country spared, in a period of international emer- 
gency, a post-election tumult such as that which 
followed the Hayes-Tilden election in 1876. 

That literally amazing presidential utterance 
of a year ago has now been superseded by Mr. 
Truman’s approval of the electoral amendment. 
The record is straight. But the experience should 
be a warning to the White House advisers who 
help Mr. Truman prepare for questions relating 
to public issues. 
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The Case That Almost Vanished 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Lester Watson 
says he will make a new investigation of a fatal 
accident in St. Louis county. The case almost 
evaporated somewhere between the sheriff's of - 
fice and the prosecuting attorney’s office. Wat- 
son does not say where, and that is what citi- 
zens will want to know. 

In March, two manslaughter charges were filed 
against Raymond Hans, an Affton city fireman, 
after his automobile killed an Affton woman and 
her daughter. But 10 months after the accident, 
Prosecutor Watson quietly dismissed the charges. 
He said he couldn’t find an eyewitness to the 
accident. 

At that point, an eyewitness was quick to ap- 
pear. Carl Graf stated that he had seen the 
accident, that Hans had told him he was a city 
fireman and “everything will be taken care of,” 
and furthermore, Graf said, he had made a full 
report on all this to a deputy sheriff. 

What happened to that report? It was located 
in the sheriff's files, but Prosecutor Watson 
says he never saw it. Why? It was his duty 
to study every piece of evidence. Was the re- 
port withheld from him? Didn't he want to 
see it? Or what? . 

The Assistant Prosecuting Attorney has some 
explaining to do. Justice suffered a near miss 
in this case. If the explanation is not satisfac- 
tory, the county’s criminal procedure ought to 
have the kind of examination, which the St. 
Louis Bar Association is giving to the city’s 
courts. 
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A Good Bridge Suggestion 
Eugene J. Mackey makes an excellent point 
in his letter today about Mississippi river 
bridges. He proposes that the next bridge built 
at St. Louis should present a “free and unob- 
structed view” of the great river. As he says, 
the first bridge built here, the always admired, 
architecturally beautiful Eads Bridge, affords 
such a view. Every bridge built since—Mer- 
chants, MacArthur, McKinley, Chain of Rocks, 
Clark, Lindbergh—placed a heavy structural 
frame between the eye and the Father of Waters. 
Now that the St. Louis area has a Bi-State 
Development Agency, a proposed bridge should 
be as carefully studied from the standpoint of 
graceful design as for safety or placement. Some- 
one on the new agency should put Mr. Mackey’s 
letter in its bridge file.

Do We Have Enough Water?

Outside arid areas, supplies once seemed boundless; New Vork's 
plight, as well as acute problems elsewhere, bring home the lesson 
that the situation is tightening in many places; public official warns 
communities to. make studies and plans to expand supplies now.

Crippling drouth, these days, may strike 
almost anywhere. 

A few years ago residents of New York 
City sympathized with the sufferers in the 
Dust Bowl. It never occurred to them that 
New York City, of all places, would reach 
a point that city officials would ask that 
water be not served at meals unless the 
diner demanded it. 


But that’s what happened in our greatest 
metropolis this winter. Why? Because 
New York, like a great many other com- 
munities in the United States, did not an- 
ticipate war delays in expanding their 
water supply. In spots all over the na- 
tion, the water supply has been failing. 


Comparatively few sections of the nation 
are in real danger, but the peril is spread- 
ing. Too few states and cities are making 
intensive surveys of their water situation 
and preparing for future demands. If the 
water resources are failing and needs are 
growing, it usually takes years to find new 
supplies and to bring the water in. 


In areas in which the supply is drying 
up—uniless action is taken at once—the 
suffering will be more than temporary in- 
convenience for the citizens. Industries 
that are large users of water will be forced 
to move to find adequate supplies, irri- 
gated farms no longer will be productive, 
families and businesses will migrate to 
areas that have never-failing water holes. 
The ty of a city or farming area 
depends on its water supply. 


Without Water No Growth 


Back in 1904, when the population of 
Los Angeles was about 200,000, many citi- 
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areas that is true. We have plenty of 
water for everybody and for every use, but 
it isn't evenly distributed. When a man 
is dying of thirst in a desert, bubbling 
springs miles away cannot help him. 


Water comes from underground reser- 
voirs (ground water) and from lakes and 
streams (surface water). Two-thirds of our 
municipalities (mainly the smaller ones), 
millions of acres of farmland, and many 
industries depend upon ‘ground water. 
That's the source which, in many areas, is 
falling. We pump out more than seeping 
surface water puts back. 


Great Waste by Pollution 


We are in trouble, mainly, because of 
the enormous increase in the use of water. 
Our population is increasing faster than 
most of our city planners expected. We 
are becoming more eivilized. We water 
lawns, we take more baths, we wash more 
cars, more of our homes are equipped with 
plumbing and washing machines. And 
our waste of water is almost criminal. 

‘Industry, with new processes, businesses 
that are air-conditioned, demand more and 
more underground water from wells, be- 
cause it often is more pure than city water 
and colder and cheaper. The level of 
many of these wells is falling. In the West, 
in areas not supplied by our great reclama- 
tion projects, wells draw tremendous 
amounts of water for irrigation. Many of 
these wells are beginning to give out. 
Even if a city is convenient to a river, 
it may not be able to use the water, be- 
cause it is polluted. This winter, as the 
great, but impure and salty Hudson river 
rah near by, New York and New Jersey 
were in desperate need of water.

A FEW FLOWERS FOR SHINER, by Richard Llewellyn. 

(Macmillan, 372 pes., $3.) 

Usually starting a new novel for review 
is like walking into a house that you are 
considering buying. You pay attention to 
details—style, conversation, characteriza- 
tion, pace, point of view, and so forth. And 
more often than not, unfortunately, ..as 
you read along, you keep noting things to 
comment on or storing up hopefully bright 
phrases. 

Once in a while it’s different. It's like 
coming home. A couple of pages only, and 
you settle down, relaxed and comfortable, 
with the author in complete control. The 
novel may not, in retrospect a few hours 
later, prove to have been a very great 
book.

O the question whether to proceed to make the hydrogen bomb, 
the only conceivable public answer was the one the President 
has made. He could hardly have said: “I have directed the

The real issues, on the other 
hand, could not have been de- 
bated publicly without dangerous 
consequences. They have to do 
with the relative value of this 


That question cannot 
cussed publicly without disclos- 
ing genuine military secrets. 
While there is no scientific se- 
cret about the H-bomb or the 
A-bomb, there are important mil- 
itary secrets, as, for example, 
how many bombs exist, at what 
rate they can be produced. 


Can’t Be Debated. 


The President's statement 
should prevent these disclosures. 
There will be no need for hear- 
ings and a congressional debate. 
That is sensible. For the Ameri- 
can public could not have learned 
enough from these debates to 
reach a sound, democratic judge- 
ment of the issues. But experts 
abroad, who already know much 
more than the American public 
will ever know, would certainly 
have learned something, perhaps 
just the missing clue. 


Above all, the excitement about 
the hydrogen bomb is misleading 
in that it masks the gravity of the 
situation which results from the 
fact that the Soviet Union broke 
the atomic monopoly last year. 
There could be no more grievous 
illusion than to suppose that the 
hydrogen bomb will restore the 
balance of power on which so 
many of our calculations in for- 
eign policy rested until last Sep- 
tember. 


No Easy Substitute. 


The monopoly we counted on 
so heavily up to September 1949 
is gone forever, and no amount of 
talk about the extra destructive- 
ness of the hydrogen bomb is a 
substitute for that re-examination 
of our global diplomacy and strat- 
egy which is now imperative. 


While the monoply existed,

future. 


Outmoded Assumptions. 
In military terms, during our 


.| monoply only the Russians had 
dis- to worry about defending them- 


selves against atomic weapons. 
Now everyone has te worry. 
Some day; if it has not already 
happened, Dr. Adenaur will ask 
Mr. McCloy what the United 
States proposes to do to protect 
the Ruhr against atomic bombs; 
some day soon, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment will ask General Mac- 
Arthur how he proposes to de- 
fend Japan against the repetition 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki on a 
larger scale. 


To answer these questions con- 
vincingly we shall first have to 
re-examine and review the funda- 
mental assumptions for our pres- 
- German and Japanese poli- 
cies. 

These. difficult questions will 
also be asked elsewhere. In fact 
they are now being asked on Cap- 
itol Hill and wherever men have 
realized that atomic bombs can 
be delivered from submarines. 
The new military situation, re- 
sulting from the breakup of the 
American monopoly, is almost 
certainly one which cannot be 
dealt with by military measures. 


Dangerous Illusion. 


The situation will have to be 
met by diplomacy—of which ar- 
maments, atomic bombs, hydro- 
gen bombs, are an indispensable 
but not the exclusive instrument. 
The mind of this country is not 
now prepared for this: it has been 
fearfully misled and confused by 
the plausible fallacy of the mili- 
tary containment policy—a policy 
which was plausible only because 
of our monopoly of atomic weap- 


ons. 

That fallacy will now have to 
be corrected. It it is not done 
soon and consciously and by ra- 
tional discussion, the correction 
will be forced upon us—as it has 
already been in China—by events.

“Schizophrenia is not an absolute requisite,” 
says Tillman grimly. “But it helps. Man needs 
the physical makeup of an octopus. Come to 
think of it, a television announcer could use 
two heads very nicely.” | 

Even the off-camera phase, when only the 
announcer’s voice is heard, is a lot harder than 
radio announcing. The announcer finds him- 
self plunged into a new world of titles, slides, 
film strips, close-ups and dissolves, and his 
sense of timing must undergo a profound read- 
justment. The action on a newsreel story un- 
folding at 36 feet per minute, says Tillman, is 
a far more formidable taskmaster than the 
sweephand of a stopwatch. 

* * 


“BUT THAT’S NOTHING to the on-camera 
delivery,” says Tillman. “A video announcer 
is expected to be more familiar with the spon- 
sor’s product than its chief chemist. 

“The supreme test, though, is the product 
demonstration, something we had never had to 
put up with in radio. Suppose you're selling a 
brand of coffee. Well, besides remembering 
that it's ‘the coffee served at the Waldorf- 
Astoria,’ I have to make sure that—just as I 
say Waldorf-Astoria—the signal lights are 
changing from Camera 1 to Camera 3. That 
means the coffee can must be precisely even 
with the top button of my jacket at a distance 
from the body resulting from an exact 60 degree 
flexing of the elbow. 

“And remember the can must be rotated so 
that all letters on the label can be clearly seen 
in the closeup. If a mosquito lands on your 
nose at that moment—chaos!

It’s much harder to control people on TV, says 
McCaffrey. In radio almost anything could be 
done even to the extent, as he once did, 
physically restraining Dorothy.Thompson from 
continuing a passionate monologue. When 
guests got out of hand, McCaffrey mike-crowded 
them—that is, edged them away from the mike 
so they couldn't be heard. In extreme cases, he 
signaled the engineer to cut off the mike. He 
could also signal the speakers to hurry up or 
to slow down. 

None of this is possible in television unless 
McCaffrey knows he’s out of camera range. 
With the cameras on him, he has to be careful 
of every gesture, every facial expression. He 
can’t even watch the clock. Thus freed from 
the restraining hand of the moderator, a few 
guests have kicked up spirited tempests.

Kernan got into quite a row over Kersch's 
book “The Song of the Flea.” At one point 
Kersch slapped the minister violently on the 
shoulder and roared at him: “If you'd keep your 
great white teeth out of the camera and listen 
to me, we'd get much farther.”

ter what North decided to do! 

Many experts (and of course 
their followers) play the jump re- 
bid by the responder as a force, 
but it seems just.a little ridicu- 
lous to use a system that leads to 
such absolute impasses.
